In the Bolivian collection which can be treated by itself 
as a permanent loan, we have weeded out the duplicates and added to this a 
section from other parts of the collection, coins that were not akeapbmsnitcoons ig 
in the Bolivian section. In this section there are: 29 gold pieces ~~ 
| 296 silver pieces’ es .

and lead ploses, 


Of the other coins we have picked out the following 
fesiadiak not represented in our own collection: 7 gold pieces 
119 silver pieces / 
400 copper, nickel, ete. 


In medals: 7 silver 
269 copper and white metal 
No one of these pieces has any special rarity. 


In a separate lot we have placed the South American 
pieces which, as per your suggestion, we will submit to Mr. Liveright.before 
attempting to make any other disposal of then. 


in We have picked out a certain number of New Jersey cents 
not/our collection, and have assembled four different lots of these for your 
. @isposal to other New Jersey organizations. The balance which comprises 
- only a few varieties and mostly in poor condition, can be gotten rid of in 
other ways. All medals relating to New Jersey are separated so that they 
can be returned to you.

Concerning the coins and medals which we have. picked out 
which are not represented in our collection, if you are so disposed, we should 
prefer to have these pieces presented to ow Museum rather than placed as a 
permanent loan. None of them are rare and it would obviate consideralbe 
bookkeeping. This suggestion is in line with a conversation I had with ya 
the last time I saw you. Also, as it is probably your intention to sell the 
duplicates that we do not want, we see no reason why we should not have these 
as a gift rather than as a permanent loan. 


Now for the disposal of the duplicates. Wecan sell some 
of the pieces over the counter. The others we suggest putting up in lots 
and selling at auction sale. Either William Hessléa@n of Boston, or Bolender 
of Orangeville, Illinois, both of whom seem to be fairly successful in dis- 
posing of ordinary coins. There would be, however, some poor coins remaining 
and these could be disposed of as old metal. If you wish we can undertake 
all of this for you. 3 


We should appreciate it if you could let us know yow 
decision as soon as possibie so that we can proceed with the accessinning 
and disposing of the coins.
